Many times one 
profits by mistakes and accum ulates 
valuable 
inform ation 
that 
proves 
helpful in fu tu re undertakings. 
Recently I obtained the fellowing 
little story f rst hand from a little 
lady in Smith County. Texas, who last 
sum m er had her first experience with 
chickens. 
When she was grow ing up there 
were no 4-H clubs 
H er tim e was 
sp**nt learning read<n\ writin* and 
’rithmetic. while m other raised the 
chickens. She became a teacher, lat­ 
er m arried rn city man and only last 
sum m er though now a middle aged 
w .man, ra sed her first chickens. 
In August she ordered IOO baby 
chicks of mixed breeds from a well- 
kn wn northern hatchery paying ST 
for the IOO. 
Before the arrival of the chicks 
a small house 
7x7 feet with con­ 
crete floor was made ready to re ­ 
ceive them. 
August 
26, 
the 
chicks 
arrived 
healthy and lively. No heat was re-, 
quired for the little house. Commer- 
! cial chick sta rte r and chick grains I 
were fed till the chicks were 5 or 
6 weeks old.
